Columbus, November 27.—(Special) 
—The papers in the case of the Pot­ 
ters’ Cooperative company, of 
East 
Liverpool (the Dresden) against the 
East Liverpool Railway company have 
reached the supreme court. Throqgh 
q oversight, apparently, the petition 
,/in error Avas not enclosed among the 
records forwarded, and until this is 
done the case cannot be filed. 
The 
attention of the . attorney 
for 
the 
plaintiff In error will be called to this 
omission. 
The pottery company seeks to en­ 
join the railway people from construct­ 
ing its tracks on West Market street, 
where tho plant 
of the former con­ 
cern is located, on the ground that 
it would interfere with the company 
in the prosecution of its business. The 
common pleas court Issued a tempo­ 
rary injunction against the 
railway 
people, which was dissolved when the 
case came to trial. 
The city council granted the rail­ 
way company the right to use the 
street in question, but 
the pottery 
oompany objected, claiming the con­ 
sent of the majority of the taxpayers 
along the thoroughfare had not been 
obtained for the Improvement. 
Both 
the common pleas and 
the 
circuit 
courts decided against the 
pottery 
company.

The case of H. E. Bower against 
th e village of E ast Palestine, filed in 
suprem e court in error to the circuit 
court of Columbiana county on July 
SO, 1900, has been decided in Bower’s 
favor. 
The suit has attracted wide­ 
spread notice and was bittery 
con­ 
tested. 
On September 29, 1899, Bow­ 
ker was arrested on a charge of selling 
liquor in E ast Palestine in violation 
Fot’ the local option 
laws. 
He 
was 
lined $50 and costs by Mayor Lyon. 
Bower operates a liquor house * Just 
outside 
the corporate limits of 
the 
village, but delivered beer in 
kegs 
and cases to tho residents upon 
or­ 
der. 
Bower’s contention was that these 
sales were made outside the village 
and consequently broke no law. 
He 
appealed the case 
to the common 
pleas court, but 
the 
decision 
was 
against him. Hon. P. M. Smith was 
the presiding Judge. He then carried 
the case into the circuit court, which 
reversed the findings of the two lower 
courts. 
The 
village 
appealed 
the 
case to the supreme court, with the 
result stated. C. P. Rothwell, of East 
Palestine, 
represented 
the 
village, 
while E. H. Moore looked after Bow- 
■er’s interests. 
, 


On November 15, 1900, there were 
13 Columbiana county prisoners

being returned for violating the con­ 
ditions of their paroles.

over. Shaves and hair cuts mgy 
now 
be had at all tonsorial shops in the 
city, with one exception, the 
strike 
having been declared off. 
Only one of the boss barbers re­ 
fused to sign the scalo when asked 
to do so yesterday afternoon by the 
committee which called at the various 
shops, and It is claimed ho is not a 
member of the 
employing 
barbers’ 
union. 
In giving his reasons for not signing 
he said the Journeyman working for 
him WRS not worth the pnrice stipulated 
in the scale, and declared that if he 
did sign he intended to discharge his 
assistant. 
This is a privilege 
the 
bosses have, and those of the journey­ 
men who are not sufficiently skilled to 
earn $12 per week can have no re­ 
course in case their discharge Is for 
incompetency. 
All the other shops 
are working 
with their usual force 
and it is be­ 
lieved the one faltering employer will 
soon come to term s with the Journey­ 
men’s union.

E. ll Pickens, a well know n potter, 
was arrested last evening ut the home 
of his wife on Sixth street by Office 
Mahoney and taken In the patrol wag 
ou to the city hall, where he 
was 
immediately arraigned before 
Muyor 
Davidson on the charge of disorderly 
conduct 
When tho officer came upon Pick 
ens he 
was 
engaged tn a struggle 
with his wife in front of her home 
and clutching a large butcher knife 
in one of his hauds. 
Rushing up to 
the couple, the policeman took hold 
of Pickens and soon after the young 
man’s arrival at the mayor’s 
office, 
Mrs. Pickens put in an appearance, 
She was also taken into the may­ 
or’s presence 
and 
told a 
pathetic 
story. 
She 
stated that her husband 
left her about four weeks ago and 
went to Akron. 
She had no money 
and was then in debt for groceries and 
other household necessities, for which 
she was forced to pay by her own 
labor. 
Last evening Pickens went to 
her home and demanded his clothes, 
saying that he was going to Pittsburg 
to get a Job on a steamboat. 
Mrs. Pickens said she tried to ex 
postulate with her husband in an ef< 
fort to induce him to stay at home, 
whereupon ho cursed and 
otherwise 
Abused her. 
In a fit of desperation 
she licked up a butcher knife to pro­ 
tect herself, when Pickens grappled 
with bbl- aud at the same time wrench­ 
ed the knife from her hand. 
Fearing ho would uso the weapon 
on her the woman clung to him and 
was dragged 
into 
the 
street, 
her 
screams soon attracting Officer 
Mn- 
honey. 
Pickens made no denial of what his 
wife said, but Insisted that he had no 
intention of using the knife. He said 
’ic had taken It from the woman to 
prevent her from 
doing harm. 
He 
bowed extreme fear all the time he 
was in the mayor’s office with 
bls 
wife and Insisted on Officer Mahoney 
remaining by his side. 
After considering tho case for some

Eighteen men and 
boys have not as yet been located 
either at. their homes or at the hos­ 
pitals. Tho five unidentified bodies ac­ 
count for five of those, and the officers 
of the company said they felt posi 
tive that tho major portion of the re­ 
maining 13 were by last night at their 
homes. 
Last night a great force of men was 
searching the ruins by electric light. 
The Penberthy Injector company s 
plant occupied half a square at the 
corner of Abbott street and Brooklyn 
avenue. 
It was composed of 
two 
brick buildings, separated by a 16- 
foot alley. 
The explosion occurred in the rear 
building. 
It is impossible to tell ex­ 
actly how many men were at work 
in tho various departments of this 
building when the explosion occurred, 
but the officers insisted that the num­ 
ber was over 85. 
There are four 
boilers in the plant, two horizontal 
ones, which furnished steam for the 
engines, and 
two 
vertical boilers,

Explosion Came Without Warning. 
The explosion came without 
the 
slightest warning. 
The 
floors 
and 
roof of the rear building bulged up­ 
ward and then crashed down with 
their heavy loads of machinery and 
foundry apparatus. 
Walls, roof and 
all dropped into a shapeless mass of 
debris. 
Windows in houses for 
a 
block around were broken in the con­ 
cussion. and flying bricks filled 
the 
neighboring yards. A dense cloud of 
dust arose and as it settled it was suc­ 
ceeded by denser clouds of smoke 
and steam, an I agonised cries began 
to come from the heap cf tangled 
wood, metal and bricks. 
Those who 
were only partly buried frantically 
dug themselves out, and then aa en­

that matter. 
Ozone is known to occur more pleat I 
fully during thunderstorms, and we 
have, of course, the analogy of Its la' 
lug artificially produced from oxygen 
by electrical discharges In the labora­ 
tory. On the liody ozone Is believed to 
net as a stimulant; lienee the popular 
notion of its heuetlelnl effects us expe­ 
rienced by the sea. but lit any .greater 
amount than mere traces it Is a Violent 
Irritant.
